urkey. He.also says that Secretary Olney 
entered into communication with Russia 
and Great Britain, asking if they would 
oppose action of the United States against 
Turkey. Great Britain’s reply, he says, was 
favorable, but Russia informed Mr. Olney 
that she preferred there should be no naval 
demonstration at that time, as Russia was 
negotiating to bring about a restoration of 
order in Turkey, which country, Mr. L. E. 
de Katzebue, Russian Minister to the 
United States, is said to have informed Mr. 
Olney, would pay any indemnity required.

Gigante Combigatlon Formed on the

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash.; Feb. 3.—The 
biggest trust ever formed on the Pacific 
coast, and representing a capital of over 
$70,000,000, has been consummated and went 
into effect last night. It is the Central 
Lumber Co, of Cali la, and its member- 


ship includés every Tumber mill, all ship 
owners, wholesale and retail dealers of 
the Western coast: of the United States 
and British Columbia. All charters of 
vessels and sales of lumber must be ef- 
fect through the ntral Lumber, Co., 
which regulates freig and pufs the buy- 
ing and geliing price on all lumber, régulat- 
ing also thewproduct of each mill, and 
the proportionate amount of lumber each 
vessel shall carry during the year. Not 
only are the markets of the Pacific coast 
thus controlled, but the lumber shipments 
to foreign countries are placed under the, 
same restrictions. Every mill on the coast 
has its product regulated. In Puget Sound 
the daily output is 1,400,000 feet. In the 
game proportion every lumber mill on the 
coast is regulated, but the regulations do 
not apply to shipments by rail to Eastern 
points. The first order issued. by the 

mpany was to advance the price of 
1 ber $2 per thousand. t year the 
estimated product of the coast. was 600, 
000,000 feet, and this advance will enhance 
the profits of mill.owners the coming year 
over $1,000,000. 

The deal was made to jnclude manu- 
facturers, dealers and freight carriers. 
Members of the trust claim they have been 
manufacturing lumber for several years at 
actual cost and that the dealers in foreign 
and coastwise markets were reaping all the 
profits. nder the new prices, they say, 
the employes will be paid better wages and 
the timber men receive higher prices for 
their logs. 


PATENT ON BLOOMERS. 


A Brooklyn Man Expects te Make a 
Fortune on Royalties. 


WASHINGTON, D C., Feb. 3.—After a six 
months’ search through anv!+nt and modern 
history, the patent office has issued a patent 
on bloomers. The man who gets the credit 
of imgyenting this up-to-date article is 
Thomas H. Royce of Brooklyn. In the fu- 


ture the new woman will have to pay Mr. 
Royce a royalty on her nether garments. 

Application for the patent was filed Aug- 
ust 14, 1895, when the bloomer craze was at 
its height. Royce did not claim to be the 
originator of this form of feminine trouser- 
ettes, but claimed to have invented some 
of the most essential features of the ac- 
cepted style of bloomers. The delay in 
granting the patent was due to a discussion 
among the patent office examiners as to 
whether bloomers were patentable. 

Numerous puttérns of ancient and modern 
pantalettes or trouserettes were taken be- 
fore the examiners by the Brooklyn invent- 
or. The flowing nether garments worn by 
the inmates of Turkish harems and those 
from the men of Persia were compared with 
the latest style of bloomers worn by the 
new woman. 

An interesting point in connection with 
the granting of this patent was the official 
decision and _ recognition of ' the ‘word 
“bloomers,’’ it being held that the-term was 
of novel American originality, without re- 
gard of the apparel of females of the old 
world or of ancient times.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—A dispatch-to a 
local paper from Havana says: 

Maximo Gomez, accompanied by 4,000 
mounted men, succeeded late Thursday in 
recrossing the Trocha or military line es- 
tablished by the Spanish between Havana 
and Batabano. He crossed a few ,miles 
south of Bejucal, near Buena Ventura, 
which is about ten miles north of Quivi- 
can. At the same time he destroyed a small 
culvert, tore up the railroad tracks, cut the 
telegraph wires and crippled the section of 
railroad between Rincon and Quivican. 

People wonder how Gomez evaded the 
Spanish columns, how it was possible for 
him to practically cut through the wall of 
men of which the Spanish generals expect- 
ed so much. At the very time Gomez 
played this trick on the Spanish guard, 
Gen. Marin, the acting Governor-General 
of Cuba, who had left Havana the same 
day at the head of the best equipped force 
put in the field during the present rebellion, 
was slumbering quietly, surrounded by his 
troops, at San Antonio de Los Banos, 
about ten miles east of Guanajay. While 
Gomez was approaching the Trocha, Gen. | 
Marin and his corps were traveling on a 
train from Rincon towards Guanajay.

KEY WEST, Feb. 3.—The barbarity of the 
Spaniards is again set forth in the news 
of their recent behavior at Sabanilla. When

Ags goon as- they were gone the 
Spanish volunteers came out of the church 
where they had taken refuge, and opened 
fire on the people in the streets. Forty-six

~—WATHOUT RENT. 


Revolutionary Invention of a 
Newark Electrician. 


NO CARBON FILAMENT. 
Inventer Moore: May Yet Supply Elec- 
tric Light Sticks to Be Carried 

in the Vest Pocket. -’

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Mr. D. McFarland 
Moore, the electriciahi of Newark, N. J., has 
just patented an invention which will revo- 
lutionize electric lighting in more than one 
way. He announces that he has solved the 
problem of how to make light without 
heat, something’ which has puzzled scien 
tists for a generation, and with an or- 
dinary 110 volt electric current he secures 
the most beautiful white light 
from glass tubes. The apparatus which 
furnishes almost the luster of daylight is 
scarcely bigger than an ordinary teacup 
and the little machine through which the 
current passes before it reaches it ig not 
bigger than one’s finger. 

The old incandescent light is produced by 
the action of @ current passing through a 
loop of carbon filament in a vacuum bulb. 
The new light comes from the passage of a 
current through the vacuum itself without 
anv carbon filament. The inventor will 
hand the visitor a long glass tube, about as 
big as a broomstick, and then put out all 
the light in the room. In a few seconds 
Streams of light begin playing “through 
the tube from one end to the other, with no 
wire connecting the tube with any ap- 
paratus. It is mysterious and weird. It is 
& species of electrical induction. The light 
is produced by what, for want of a better 
name, May be called ether vibrations. Me- 
chanically speaking, to quote the inventor: 

‘I am using vibrations similar to those of 
an electric bell; putting them in a vacuum 
and getting the result you see.” 

The apparatus for producing the new 
I t is merely the small m et and a 
Blase tube the size of a cigar. Within the 
tube, is supported a plece of watch ng. 
At qgne end of this is a small disc of soft 
i about a quarter of an inch in diameter. 
Midway in length and in contact with the 
spring is an iron wire, the size of n. 
This wire extends through the glass, as does 
the wire attached to the watch ring. The 
air is then exhausted in the glaze tube, 
leaving two metal contacts a high 
vacuum and permitting the spring to vi- 
brate freely.

SOME DELAYS OF THE LAW. 


The Supreme Court of the United

States May Have to Decide 
the Case, 


Although a jury of twelve men has de- 


clared Arthur Duestrow guilty of murder 


in the first degree and doomed him to 
death on the gallows, the end is not yet. 

Only now has the fight begun, and John- 
son and Dryden and Booth and Noland, 
the eminent counsel for the condemned 
murderer, will carry it on and on, through 
a@ll the interminable intricacies of the,digher 
courts, until the gray hairs shall sprinkle 
their client’s head and Zachritz shall have 
gone higher in his political career or been 
retired to private life 

All through the legal struggle of the past 
two years the lawyers for the defense. have 


steadily maintained that, although a con- 
viction was possible—even probable—con- 
sidering the public temper, Arthur Dues- 
trow should never hang. 

It has been the boast of Johnson and 
of. Dryden that no man whom they ever 
defended, even single handed. has died 
on the gallows. Each of them has hinted 
that no man who would retain him could 
‘Suffer the extreme penalty of the law for 
the gravest of all crimes, and now, pulling 
together in double harness, with other able 
coumsel to assist and with $12,000 a year to 
smooth the way, they make bold to assert 
that the slayer of his wife and child is no 
closer to his legal execution than the day 
the awful deed was done. ® 

And there are others who hold to this 
opinion, for they well know the tedious 
technicalities of the law, which so often 
render impotent the judgments of juries 
and set at naught the findings of the 


lower courts. 

t best the State cannot hope for the 
execution of the sentence, shortly to be im- 
posed, for many months—perhaps years. 
There are motions and appeals, reversals, 
new trials, hung juries, perhaps even an 
acquittal, among the possibilities of the 
future, so that Duestrow has no need 
yet to worry over the hangman's noose. 

Already the defense has served notice 
that a motion for a new trial will be made, 

The verdict had scarcely been returned 
when Attorney Booth made this announce- 
ment. It will be argued Feb. 18, and if it 
be denied time must be allowed for the filing 
of a bill of exceptions on which to base 
an appeal. 

In a case of this magnitude if prevailing 
practice be followed, at least six months 
will elapse before the appeal reaches the 
Supreme Court, and if it be advanced on the 
docket two or three months will still be 
required before a decision will be handed 
down, 

The attorneys for the defense insist that 
they have more than enough ground for 
a reversal, but lawyers always talk this 
way. Suppose, then, that the finding of 
the jury be sustained, there is still left 
the United States Supremé Court as a last 
resort. ; 

The defense very carefully laid the basis 
for an appeal to this tribunal in 
their contention that the law 
changing the time allowed for preparation 
of jury challenges“ from fogty-eight to 
twenty-four hours, was ex post facto in 
this. case, because of its passage after the 
commission of the homicide. Therefore, 
they held it was itn-violation of thai clause 
in the United States Constitution forbidding 
the enactment of such laws and upon this 
point the Federal Supreme Court is the 
only tribunal competent to render a final 
aevision. 

The State will no doubt insist upon the 
advancement of the case on the docket, 
but, at that, it would take a year to reach 
it, sc that if the prosecution should win 
every point, two years will have passed be- 
fore the condemned man can be executed.

about 300 per cent, the river traffic shows a 
decrease of 60 per cent compared with fif- 
teen years ago, which shows that the pres- 
ent system of improving the river is not a 
striking success, 

The contrast will be made more striking 
by comparisons with the great lakes’ ton- 
nage. Uncle Sam has spent over $40,000,000 
on the lakes. The reports show that the 
lake traffic has increased 350 per cent, which 
demonstrates that the work there has been 
more of a success than that on the Mississ- 
ippi River. 

Missouri members have been receiving nu- 
merously signed petitions requesting them 
to vote and work for the Cobb bill to deepen 
the channel.

Mrs. Warner's Life Is Said to Be In- 
sured for $2,000, Payable to War- 
ner’s Estate at Her Death. 


At 1501 Washington avenue C. D. Warner 
has .a very cozy second floor front room. 
It was there that a Post-Dispatch reporter 
found him Monday morning. 

Warner was seated in a comfortable arm 
chair drawn up before the fire, gazing at 
the red coals and apparently meditating; 
meditating perhaps on the story told by De- 
tectives Mathews and John C. Barrows of 
the Aetna Life Insurance Co. as to how He 
was taken in in the attempt to take in the 
insurance companies. 


Warner was quite cheerful, more so than 
might have been expected of a man who 
stands charged with having plotted against 
a corporation, and whose attempted fraud 
was so completely shown up as Mr. War- 
ner’s appears to have been. Perhaps he 
would not have been so cheerful had he been 
aware that his attorneys, Gibson & ‘Metcalf, 
who spoke in his favor last Saturday, have 
washed their hands of his affairs. 

He was alone when the reporter entered 
the room, A beautiful tortoise-shell cat 
was curled up in an arm-chair opposite 
Warner and ‘blinked at him across the 
hearth. Sometimes it seemed as if the cat 
winked at Warner with h an intelligence. 

Mrs. Warner has gone to work in the 
Office of the Missouri Viavi Co., Commer- 
clal Building, and the room occupied by the 
couple is left unoccupied when Warner goes 
out. At such times a bright little boy is 
left to take care of the room. The boy 
generally spends the time looking at passing 
street cars wi his head stuck out of one 
of the front windows. By looking for the 
boy those who have business with Warner 
can always tell whether he is at home. 

The boy was not at the window Monday 
morning, but opened the front door when 
the bell was rung. H&® showed the reporter 
to Warner’s room, and, on terms of easy 
familiarity, flung wide the door with the 
mere announcement: 

‘“‘Here’s a2 man wants ter see yer.’* 

Warner did not arisé when he learned his 
caller’s ident:ty. His right leg was stretched 
out in front of him. He wore a black skull- 
cap, pulled half way back on his forehead. 
The room was somewhat darkened, but 
there was sufficient light to discern that 
his somewhat piercing eyes were very dark, 
his nose quite prominent and Romanesque, 
and his mustache black and heavy. Alto- 
gether Warner has a very strong face, with 
every feature showing determination and a 
physique in keeping with it. 

“Well, I think the Post-Dispatch has said 
a great deal about me already,’’ said War- 
ner when told that his side of the case 
would be presented if he desired. His voice 
was even, pleasant, almost caressing, his 
manner courteous in the extreme. 

“IT only wish,” he pursued, “that you had 
taken the pains to Fearn if all you said 
was true before you printed it. I have been 
shamefully wronged.”’ 

In spite of this assertion Warner’s well- 
modulated voice did not rise a note, and he 
showed no indignation. When he was re- 
minded that he was not at home to re- 
porters all day Saturday he said: 

‘Well, 1 do not care to make any state- 
ment now.. The whole thing was fixed up 
for a purpose, and in a few days I can 
show who fixed it up, and why it was done. 
I will be ready to make a statement within 
a few days.” 

“Will you state the cause of your delay 
in the matter?’’ , 2 

“Merely that I haven’t it prepared yet, 


and besides, my attorneys have instructed 


me to say nothing at *present. No, I do 
not care to say anything now. Here I 
have iaid up twelve weeks. I have had 
reputable physicians attending me, and was 
kept in the house for ten weeks. No, 
everything has been a tissue’’— 

Warner lost his word here, perhaps. Any- 
how, he paused a momemt and then re- 
marked in dulcet tones: 

‘‘Look at me. Do I look Ike a man who 
would do such things as are charged 
against me? Do I look like # man who 
would hurt any one? Why I couldn’t hurt’”’ 
—and Mr. Warner’s glance roved the room 
in search of a comparison. It fell upon the 
eat. “I cduldn’t hurt a bird or my kitten. 
The Post-Dispatch has made an awful mis- 
take. I wish that if anything additional 
is printed to-day you would first ascertain 
that it is true.” 

The attorneys for Warner do not agree 
with his assertion that the information pub- 
lished is untrue. Sunday morning Presi- 
dent Edwards Whittaker of the Lindell 
Railway Co. received a letter from Gibson 
& Metcalf stating that they had with- 
drawn from connection with Warner in 
view of the exposure, and that they no 
longer had anything to do with his “dam- 
age suit against the Lindell road. 


At the Office of Gibson & Metcalf Monday 
morning some twenty pages of legal cap, 
comprising the sworn statements of the 
professor and the petition against the Lin- 
dell Railway Co. for damages, was de- 
posited in a large waste paper basket. Had 
the professor not confided in Detective 
Matthews, the legal cap would have found a 
resting place elsewhere. According to Mr. 
Metcalf, at ‘the request of Warner, Mr. 
Gibson offered to settle with the Lindell 
Railway Co. on a bargain day basis. He 
said he would be willing to accept $4,000. 
The railway company asked for time to 
consider, and Monday at 10 a. m. was fixed 
as the limit. At 9 a. m, they were notified 
that all negotiations were off. ‘ 

Mr. Metcalf is quite nettled at having 
been duped by the silver-tongued educator. 

“T saw the account of the affair in the 
Post-Dispatch,’”’ he said. “I was satisfied 
that my client was not what he represented 
himself to be. We only do business in a 
legitimate way and so we immediately de- 
cided to withdraw.

NO BLOOD WAS SPILLED,

Andrew Probasco Did Not Cemmit 
Suicide on Jesie Killoren’s Doorstep. 


Andrew Probasco, the young man who 
jilted Miss Josie Killoren, 2726 University 
street and eloped with Miss Rosana Tracy, 
a 17-year-old girl living at 2820 Adams street, 
is not dead, neither is he dying. On the 
contrary he’is very much alive and was

porter. 

He is the young man who wrote the girl 
he jilted that he had been trapped and that 
she would find his dead body on her door- 
step. Miss Killoren and her mother both 
said that Probasco threatened to blow up 
the boilers of the Insurance Exchange if 
he did not succeed in killing himself in her 
yard. The latter statement becomes doubly 
ridiculous when it is known that Prohasco 
is not the engineer of the building and has 
nothing to do with the boilers. 

Probasco denies that he threatened either 
to commit suicide or to blow up the boilers. 

When told that Miss Killoren has the 
letter as proof of his threats, he denied that 
he ever wrote such a letter and added that 
he never wrote to her but once in his life. 
He said that if the girf-has any such a 
letter, it is a forgery. 

The story told by Probasco is wholly at 
variance with that told by Miss Killoren 
and her mother, and also with that told by 
Mrs. Tracy, mother of the bride. He de- 
clared that he informed Miss Killoren 
more than a week before the day set for the 
wedding that he would not marry her, and 
added that she knew he was married when 
she called on him the day after his elope- 
ment with yo Tracy. Besides this, he 
denies that he éloped, or that anyone claim- 
ing to be the girl’s mother accompanied 
them to the marriage license office. He 
says his bride wore long dresses and did 
not have to secure a full length skirt to 

her age.

THE STOCK MARKET 


Not Materially Affected by the Vote in 
the Senate. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Contrary to general 
expectations in view of the Senate vote on 
the free silver coinage amendment to the 
House bond bill, London prices for Ameri- 
cans did not show losses over the New York 
parity of more than %@% per cent. This 
fact is probably due to the understanding 
in foreign financial circles of the practi- 
cally assured defeat of the measure, either 
in the House or the veto of the Executive.
